Sunday morning, in regard to the 
unlawful arrest of a young lady by a 
negro policeman, ealls loudly for in- 
vestigation. 

We gave the statements from the 
Vietim herself, whic@® were corrobora- 
ted throughout by those of Capt J. 
P. Adams and his wife. Until it is 
set aside, we shall believe it. 

His Honor, Mayor Wiiitnker, says, 
as we understand, thatthe policoman 
neted without any official authority 
or order from him. When the negro 
woman came to the Mayor’s office 
and claimed that she wanted her 
daughter who refused to accompany 
her, the Mayor told the policeman he 
mieht goif he wanted to and assist 
the woman; but he denies that heau- 
thorized the policeman, as an officer, 
to arrest the young girl. 

it is evident that somebody has 
done wrong, and the conduct of the 

policeman going to Capt. Adam~»’ 
ere and demanding and carrying 
oi the girl is totally indefensible and 
in violation of the iaw. He had no 
warrant for ser arrest, and therefore 
he transcended his powers in forcing 
her to xecoimpany him to Jennie 
Davis’. 

The young lady’sstatements,which 
we published in full, may, upon in- 
vestigation, turn out to be true, as 
we believe they are; and if so, GREAT 
wrong las been committed, which 
should be sifted and the responsibili- 
ty placed where it ought to rest. But 
whether her statements are true or 
false, and that is for the invesiiga- 
tion to determine, the negro police- 
man’s conduct is unlawful, arbitrary 
and utterly unjustifiable. Who is 
safe in the community if such official 
lawlessness is not rebuked and pun- 
ished? If it turns out after all that 
Miss Powell is the daughter of the 
degraded woman, who has shown a 
disposition to sell her own offspring 
for the basest purposes, we have no 
hesitation in saying that the foul 
crime should not be allowed, if there 
is any law to prevent it. 

Miss Powell denies, in the most in- 
dignant manner, that she knows the 
woman who alleges she is her 
mother. She has a right to be heard, 
and her statement is entitled to be- 
lief until it is falsified. 

It concerns every individual in the 
community to see that the innocent 
are protected and the law vindicated. 
We believe the law has been shame- 
fully violated. We think the conduct 
of the negro policeman is disgracefu! 
and infamous, and we demand, in 
behalf of the public, that he be pun- 
ished and dismissed from office.

NUMBER FIVE. 


The mountains with their beauti- 
ful surroundings, like the ocean, are 
indescribable ; the latter attracts you 
with its immensity, the former with 
theirever varying loveliness and pic- 
turesque grandeur. One can sit on 
the shore of the limitless sea and 
never tire in watching the white 
crested billows as each one chases the 
other to the sounding shore. You 
may view it by daylight and there is 
no sameness in its you 
may gaze it by star sheen ane silver 
moonlight, and ever on its wide ex- 
panse isan unutterable beauty. So 
With the mountains, as peak after 
penk rises successive to the view, as 
vorge after gorge, valley after valley, 
stream after stream are inspected, a 
new beauty is seen in the ever shiit- 
ing scene. From the edges of fright- 
ful precipices or from rocks, huge 
enough to serve as the ribs of the 
universe, the eye of the tourist upon 
Mt. Mitchell in the gloaming em- 
braces the most enchanted horizon 
that ever delighted a sensitive soul. 
To fully appreciate the utter loneli- 
ness of the situation, its immeasura- 
ble solitude, the spirit of Alastor 
must take possession of your soul, 
Around you as you ascend is the 
green me humid shade of the moun- 
tain, with the murmur of its source, 
and the rustlings of its foliage—on 
every side rocks with their gar- 
lands of ivy and the dark dells re- 
plete with night and mystery—above 
you the luminous track that the sun 
eaves, When it withdraws itself in 
splendor. It isa fitting spot for the 
mind’s isolation wherewith to 
shroud the sight of man, so as to 
contemplate God and nature 
only. 

lin more youthful days I have ram- 
bled far and wide over land and se: 
—have seen the flash of the sunrise 
on Mt. Washington in New Hamp- 
shire, while at my feet were mapped 
out a hundred: villages, the curling 
smoke of whose chimney tops went 
upwards like wreaths of incense to 
the beauty of the hour—have seen 
the same sun descend on rolling 
vampas, whose verdure bowed by 
he evening breeze rose and fell like 
waves of ocean, but for rugged sim- 
plicity, for exquisite beauty, I will 
match the prospect from this Mt. 
Blanc of Carolina against the world. 
Upits cragged sides, around its base 
and on its lordly summit, the purple 
light of a morning serene and trans- 
parent as the waters ofthe sea at sun- 
rise, Was creeping, as I began the as- 
cent, guided by a hardy mountaineer 
who proved to be well conversan 
with its every path and spring. The 
rays of the sun fell from clear sky on 
the wooded sides of the mountain, 
and then rose from out fathomless 
abysses bright as the waves, which 
expire in the shade after having iim- 
bibed the sunshine. 

‘This mountain is situated in the 
County of Mitchell and is the loftiest 
sae of the Blue Ridge. Its height 
as been found by scientific measure- 
ment to be greater than any other 
mountain in the United States east 
of the Rocky Mountains. Its name 
is derived from Professor Mitchell, of 
Chapel Hill, who lost his life in the 
attempt to re-messure carefully its 
towerlngsummit. Ithecomes doubly 
interesting from being the grave of 
the daring scientist,as it was for many 
years previous to his death the cap- 
ping stone of his earthly glory. The 
ravine with its mad hell of waters, 
boiling, frothing and foaming, is 
siill pointed outto the tourist, down 
which the venerable man fell. His 
death must have been instantaneous 
asthe sheer desecnt of the rushing 
water is some twenty feet, while huge 
rocks jut over at places sharp and 
His body, though much 
bruised, was not mutilated and was 
found floating in the bright pool 
at the foot of the cascade. As stated 
clsewhere, the Swannanoa rises in 
this mountain. Its source may be 
seen in aconsiderable spring. Itisa 
singular sensation to standin sucha 
spot and to drink atthe fountain head 
of ariver, whose current swift de- 
scending will ere long be engulphed 
in the warm bosom of the Mexican 
Gulf, <As stood there sipping 
the crystal drops, and as my eyedrank 
in the beauty of the spot with its rich 
garniture of emerald moss and moun- 
tain daisies, a prayer welled up, that 
the river of my life would flow on 
forever with such —oe waters, 
and its margin be embreidered forever 
with such flowers as these. Higher, 
still higher, like a bright cloud in the 
sky, is the summit, around it the 
meridian sun is blazing now, flooding 
it with unearthly glory. The view 
from the top of Mitchel is simply 
grand—mountains on every side and 
rou above them—dun clouds rolling 
eneath you—the noise of falling 
waters in your ears—the Alleghany 
mountains looming grandly in the 
west—rich valleys clothed in sum- 
mer’s green reposing to the limitless 
horizon—it is a scene worth wending 
oceanward tosee. The United States 
has a signal station on the mountain, 
but a sight far more interesting to me 
than metallic wires and waving 
scarfs, were the innumerable snow- 
birds, for here is their summer haunt. 
They literally swarm around you. 
They seek this high altitude for its 
bracing air, and perhaps (who knows) 
for their health. They build and on 
their cooing time fluttering and bill- 
ing in its shady dingles, and sipping 
from its clear pellucid waters. Bright 
storm sprites, I envy you your 
summer homeand whenever I see you 
on the plains, I will not trap a bird 
which has such a poetic sense. As 
the evening shades drew on, the pros- 
vect became gloomy and awe-inspir- 
ng—sounds hollow and cavernous— 
the air bringing the sensations of a 
crisp November evening. Tired in 
body but not satiated with the glori- 
rious scenery, | was meditating a re- 
turn tothe station for the night, when 
just then a meteor shot across heaven 
plunging as though from heaven into 
darkness, and after the white and 
dazzling luster of the trail had disap- 
peared, seeming to leave behind the 
glory of a deeper gloom. The stars 
came out one by one, and though the 
constellations were known to me, 
they seemed to burn with an intense 
light, while the big round moon 
flooded trees and rocks, till they giis- 
tened and shone like burnished siiver. 
Vergil says the descent to Avernus is 
easy, but to retrace your steps. this is 
work, this is labor, but the doing of 
Mitchell reverses this theory. De- 
scending the mount by a narrow road 
running attimes frightfuliy near dark 
and deep ravines, while the rush of a 
mountain torrent is heard far below, 
may be grand, but my word for it, it

AX AFRICAN CONJURER.—A color- 
ed man died last week, afew miles 
from Bennettsville, Mariboro county,

health for three or four months, and 
was supposed by some to been 
conjured or bewitched, In order to 
deeide this matter, a conjurer so-call- 
ed, living near the line of Marlboro’ 
and Marion, was called to see hin. 
This man, after making an exXanlima- 
tion, said it was true that the sick 
man had been conjured; that his 
body was full of snakes, lizards, coot- 
ers, rabbits, &e., but that he could 
cure him. With this view he com- 
meneed to treat the case ; scarified his 
patient’s legs ; applied his cupping 
horn, and claimed to remove by these 
means the snakes, lizards, &e., with 
which he said the sick man’s body 
was infested. He certainly exhibited 
dead snakes which hesaid were drawn 
out by his cupping horn, and alive 
rabbit and eooter were seen to Come 
out of ‘that same horn. How they 


came there is another thing. Some 
believed in this man’s conjuring 


»owers, and did not doubt that he had 
done all that he claimed to have done. 
Others again thought him a pretty 
good fsleight-of-hand performer aud 
cheat—“ only that and nothing more.’ 
The result of the conjurer’s treatment 
can be given in a few words. The 
man died, and was probably buried 
witbout acoroncr’s inquest.— Charics- 
ton News and Courics.
